HINTS  ON  CULTIVATION 

Dahlias  are  easily  grown,  requiring  no  special  soil, 
treatment  or  skill  to  bring  them  to  perfection. 

They  are  remarkably  free  from  disease  and  have 
few  special  enemies.  They  succeed  in  partial  shade. 

The  Dahlia  is  really  an  autumn  flower  and  too 
early  planting  is  often  the  cause  of  much  disappoint- 
ment. 

When  planted  before  the  middle  of  May,  they  com- 
mence flowering  during  the  hot  dry  months  and  sel- 
dom present  a representative  bloom,  becoming  ex- 
hausted before  the  cool  damp  weather  in  which  they 
revel. 

Dig  deeply,  incorporating  a shovelful  of  well 
rotted  stable  manure,  or  ground  blood  and  bone,  if 
manure  is  not  available,  in  each  hill,  which  should 
be  three  to  four  feet  apart. 

Drive  a stout  stake  in  each  hole  for  the  support  of 
the  plant.  Now  lay  the  tuber  down  flat,  With  the  eye 
to  the  stake,  about  four  inches  deep  and  cover  one 
inch  with  pulverized  soil,  gradually  filling  to  level  as 
growth  progresses. 

Remember  that  a small  tuber  with  a good  live  eye, 
is  as  good  or  better  than  a very  large  one,  and  will 
give  greater  increase  in  new  tubers  for  digging. 

When  the  plants  are  about  six  inches  high,  they 
should  be  tied  to  the  stake,  the  ties  to  be  adjusted  as 
plants  develop. 

Too  much  water  and  fertilizer  during  the  growing 
season  will  cause  the  growth  to  become  rank,  so  do 
not  treat  liberally  until  flowering  time  arrives. 

When  frozen  down  in  the  autumn,  cut  stocks  off 
at  the  ground  and  dig  carefully  so  as  not  to  break 
the  neck  of  the  tuber,  for  the  eyes  for  next  season’s 
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growth  are  only  to  be  found  where  the  tuber  joins  the 
stock.  Store  same  as  potatoes  where  they  will  not 
freeze,  shrivel  or  rot,  turning  the  clump  upside  down 
to  drain  out  any  superfluous  sap  which  may  sour  and 
start  decay.
